covered by the pistols of three men 
as they calmly gathered all avail­ 
able cash Wednesday afternoon.

started to write. 
Two 
men fol­ 
lowed him into the bank, and when 
Miss Dirk walked to one of the win­ 
dows she faced a revolver in the 
hand of one of the men.

A second man

and

m an who had been writing vaulted 
the cage, 
which is 
about 
seven 
leet high, and drew a pistol. “Down 
on the floor,'' the bandit ordered, as 
the other two followed him into the 
cage. Outside two men stood guard 
and a sixth man rem ained at the 
wheel oi the car with 
the 
engine 
running. 
As Gable, the cashier, was getting 
down on the floor one of the bandits 
dem anded the key to 
the 
vault.

Sounds Alarm 
The men worked about ten m in-

from the bank. 
They were barely j 
out of sight when Gable stepped on ( 
the button which caused the burglar 1 
alarm to sound. People of the town j 
gathered quickly. 
State police were sent to the town 
from Columbia and another detail j 
was sent from Reading. City police 
were asked for help and men arm ed 
with riot guns, quickly surrounded 
the city. 
Residents of Mountville said the 
car left the bank and headed west 
a short distance and 
then turned ;

swering the description was report 
cd in Lancaster. T he m achine used 
by the robbers is believed to be the 
one reported stolen at Maple Grove 
early Wednesday afternoon.

a bluish green colored car, bearing 
a Pennsylvania license tag.

thus im portant safety equipment and 
may bring such advertising dis­ 
tributors within the provisions of 
the vehicle code, prohibiting tam ­ 
pering with motor vehicles. 
Following 
num erous 
complaints 
th a t windshield wipers have been 
rendered useless by the Insertion of 
advertising m atter under the wiper 
arms, twisting them out of shape, 
the local automobile club calls upon 
advertising distributors to abandon 
the practice. 
Henry M. Sc liar f, president of the 
local club, makes the point th at the 
law requires every motor vehicle to 
have a windshield cleaner. The law 
also decrees th a t “No person shall 
in any way tam per with or damage 
or deface any motor vehicle stand­ 
ing upon any highway.” 
"W hile it is conceded there is no 
intent on the part of circular dis­ 
tributors to tam per with vehicles,” 
Mr. Scharf said, "the result is the 
same us lf tile dam age were actuated 
by malice, 
In cases reported to us, 
the windshield 
wiper arm s were 
bent half an inch or more, causing 
tire wiper to swing free cl the glass. 
Certainly, a wiper in this condition 
does not comply with the law, and 
it is equally obvious th at the vehicle 
owner is not to blame. 
It may be 
necessary to make a test case to de­ 
termine the responsibility if the 
practice is not discontinued, 
"The law provides a fine of $25 for 
tampering w ith motor vetiicles.”

ERECT SIGNS 
AT CROSS KEYS 


Large Warning Markers Ex­ 
pected To Reduce Number 
Of Accidents. 


The state highway department has 
taken steps to warn motorists of the 
dangers lurking at 
Cross 
Keys, 
hazardous intersection of the Han- 
over-Oarlisle and Lincoln highways, 
one mile east of New Oxford. Four 
large signs trave been erected, one 
at each approach to the intersec­ 
tion. to warn drivers of the crossing 
where numerous serious and fatal 
accidents have occurred. 
The signs are similar in design, 
bearing a large black “X," Indicat­ 
ing a cross roads, upon a field of 
white. 
There is no lettering. 
The 
signs are about six by eight feet in 
size. 
Two of tile sign boards are on the 
Lincoln highway and two on the 
Carlisle pike. All are placed 300 feet 
from the intersection, giving per­ 
sons traveling on the Hanover-Car- 
lislc road ample time to bring their 
cars to a stop before entering or 
crossing the Lincoln highway, and 
those traveling on the main thor­ 
oughfare sufficient opportunity to 
slacken their speed in order that 
they may pass the intersection cau­ 
tiously. 
Visible At Night 
The signs are so placed th at they 
will reflect the glare cf the lights of 
the approaching automobile, thus 
warning motorists at night as w’ell 
as during the day. 
Local highway 
patrolmen expressed the opinion 
that* the placing of the signs will 
greatly reduce the hazard at the in­ 
tersection. 
The placing of the warning signs 
at the Cross Keys follows a cam­ 
paign waged by the local motor club 
to have some action taken by the 
highway department to eliminate 
the dangers at the crossing. 
The 
movement was started after a series 
of accidents had taken a heavy toll 
of life and property.

I BELIEVE that the study and love of our birds should become a part of

This summer, at my little island home. I used to love a certain 
spot upon a great extending rock that reached into the waters of the lake. 
There I would go for a sunning and a swim. On the dead branch of a 
great tree in the rear a tiny little bird would come to sing. Nearly every 
day I saw him and listened to his song. I wondered how such a little fel­ 
low could produce such glorious song. He was a positive inspiration. 
We can learn much from our birds. Take the kylark. for instance. 
In Italy, they tell me, he is regarded by many as merely “a couple of 
mouthfuls,” but millions have taken note of him as something to lift 
their lives. 
The skylark commences his lyric soon after he has left the ground, 
when but a few feet in the air. He then ascends the sky in wide arcs 
and with his wings trembling. The higher he rises, the more wonderful 
and powerful is his song, and more far reaching is the melody that he 
pours forth. As though the vast space gave him liberty and freedom and 
confidence and increased joy! The quality of his song is more too won- 
j derful. but it has a continuity and gusto that seem to be inspired by the 
limitless space into which he soars. 
As we do the things that bring us joy and satisfaction, the area of our 
j activity is at once enlarged. And the higher we rise, the more power and 
diversion and enthusiasm we are able to display. Our vision is quickened 
and our imagination stirred. 
The human traits in birds are worth considering. Practically all 
are workers, I would say. Some like to take advantage of the toll of oth­ 
ers, like the cuckoo, for instance, who likes to leave her eggs in other nests 
for hatching! 
But most of these friends of curs are law-abiding, hard­ 
working and honest. They love to build their homes in their own way, 
and to replenish the earth with their kind. But they early teach their 
children self-reliance. 
I have never seen a sour-faced bird in my life. Some of them are 
unkind and cause trouble for others, not exactly their kind, but most of 
them live in happiness, spreading the joy of their hearts far and wide. 
Like the skylark, let us begin to rise—and sing the merrier, and more 
melodiously, as we gain the heights!

In the Rural and Mining Areas—and in 
All the Outposts of Distress — 
the Red 
Cross Mobilizes Help for the Unemployed 


g g % r?R A IN LOA PS of flour, children’s garments by the thou- 
sands, garden seeds to cover one hundred thousand 
acres, millions of packages of bread and meat, and 
millions of cans of vegetables and fruit— all have gone 
to swell the mountains of food and clothing rebel that 
the unemployed have required in these last months of bitter suf­ 
fering. 
These great quantities were one agency’s contribution to three 
million homes— not in the guise of charity— but with the indi­ 
vidual good will and friendliness of one neighbor to another; a 
sharing of one’s goods with the family next door, who happens to 
be temporarily out. 
The Red Cross has been best known and beloved by Americans 
for its prompt disaster relief work. 
Emergency housing, feeding arui clothing when floods sweep 
across millions of acres, when tornadoes or hurricanes lay waste 
cities and countryside, have earned the gratitude of hundreds ot 
thousands of people. Rebuilding homes and re-establishing the 
earning ability of the injured have been part of the work. 
But the standard of the Red Cross had not hitherto been 
erected over widespread areas in the battle with privation due to 
purely economic causes. 
Help for Unemployed 
However, in the last three years the Red Cross has gone into 
fields of relief into which it had not been called in the past. 
Drought formed the basis of necessity which took the organiza­ 
tion into twenty-three states iii 1930-31. 
Drought again called 
these relief forces into five northwestern states in 1931-32. 
When it became evident a year ago that the rolling up, month 
by month, of the total of unemployed persons threatened distress 
so widespread as to amount to a national calamity, tho Red Cross 
prepared to help. 
During its disaster relief work, and more recently in its 
drought work, Red Cross chapters in about thirty states 
had been augmented by thousands of volunteer workers.

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Chart Of New State Reveals 
Japan’s Claims To Expanded 
Land In State Of Manchukuo 


By Glenn Babb 
Tokyo (AP*.—Prepared under di­ 
rection of the Japanese 
general 
staff, a map just published definitely 
delimits for the 
first 
time the 
boundaries of that product of Ja­ 
pan’s military occupation of Man­ 
churia, the state of Manchukuo. 
When the Associated Press asked 
Lieutenant-General 
Sadao 
Araki, 
minister of war, to define the area 
of the new state, the general pro­ 
d u c e d a copy of this map. saying: 
"This will answer your questions. 
In brief, Manchukuo includes the 
former provinces of Fengtien, Kirin. 
Heilungkiang and Jehol.” 
In thus mentioning Jehol as part 
of the new state Gen. Araki carried 
its boundaries outside of what the 
Chinese considered Manchuria. Fur­ 
thermore the map showed that the 
territory claimed 
for 
Manchukuo 
had been split into five provinces, 
the four named by him and a sec­ 
tion in the northwest called Khin- 
gan, after the mountain range that 
runs through it. 
This new province contains areas 
formerly under the nominal juris­ 
diction of Fengtien and Heilungki­ 
ang provinces. 
Mongol tribes are 
dominant there. 
446,000 Square Miles Area 
Manchukuo as pictured 
by 
this 
map has an area of about 446.000 
square miles, a little more than the 
combined areas 
of 
France, Ger­ 
many, Belgium and Austria, which 
total 442,669 square miles. The pop­ 
ulation of the new' state is about 33- 
700.000, of whom at least 32.000.000 
are Chinese. 
Until recently Japanese and Man­ 
chukuo authorities have been non­ 
committal about the 
new 
state’s 
frontiers, especially on 
the 
west. 


As late as July, when the League 
of Nations commission under the 
Earl of Lytton was visiting Tokyo, 
Lord Lytton asked 
Count Yasuya 
Uchida, the foreign minister, what 
the frontiers of Manchukuo were. 
The Japanese replied I 
"By Manchuria we 
understand 
the four eastern provinces and In­ 
ner Mongolia. 
It is impossible at 
present to give the precise fron­ 
tiers.’’ 
"How can you speak of recogniz­ 
ing a country whose frontiers you 
do not know?” Lord Lytton asked. 
"Certainly the treaty of Versailles 
gave an example of the same thing, 
with regard lo Poland,” Count Uchi­ 
da countered. 
Inner Mongolia, the term used by 
Count Uchida, lias long had an in­ 
definite connotation, the Japanese 
having used it to include the pres­ 
ent Chinese 
provinces of Chahar 
and Suiyuan, 
which the Nanking 
government created at tile same 
time that Jerol was made a prov­ 
ince. about six years ago. The three 
were carved out of the northern 
part of Chihli province and Mon­ 
gol territories. 
Boundaries Now Fixed 
Asked whether claim would 
be 
advanced.for th*> inclusion in Man­ 
chukuo of Chahar and Suiyuan also. 
General Araki said that the new 
map, which excludes them, showed 
the proper boundaries. 
The map, published in both Jap­ 
anese and English, gives Manchu­ 
kuo the following boundaries: 
On the east. Korea and Siberia. 
Manchuria having no seacoast on 
this side; on the north, Siberia, 
with the Amur river and its tribu­ 
taries marking this frontier; on the 
I west, Outer Mongolia, which is un­ 


der the dominance of Soviet Russia * 
and Chahar province, part of the J 
Chinese republic; on the south, the , 
Great Wall of China, dividing it | 
from the Chinese province of Hopei 
(formerly Chihfu, and the 'Yellow 
sea. 
The additions to the old territory 
of Manchuria embraced 
in 
these 
limitations are on the west and 
south, definitely including territory 
clear down to the Great Wall, just 
a few miles north of Peiping. They 
would set back Chinese control al­ 
mas! to the limits held by that peo­ 
ple previous to the establishment 
of tiler Manchu dynasty in 1643. 
Great Wall Southern Frontier 
General Araki said definitely that 
the Great Wall marked the southern 
frontier and the Japanese army had 
no intention of assisting the exten­ 
sion of Manchukuo into the Peiping- 
Tsintsin 
district, 
as 
had 
been 
rumored. 
The wall, he said, has marked 
the frontier between China and the 
"northern barbarian” territories for 
more than 20 centuries.

(AP)—When the 
University of Nebraska Cornhusk- 
crs rose up in unexpected Ought to 
stop Pittsburgh with a scoreless tie 
this season they were perpetuating 
a record as prime “spoilers” that 
has been more than a decade and 
a half in the making.

The Panthers 
won that veal and in '29 by close 
scores at Pittsburgh, and arain last 
year by a lop-sided 40-0 count, but 
in each of the three games here the 
Husk rs have knotted 
the issue 
with no scores for either side. 
Com bined 
with 
Pitt’s 
earlier 
scoreless stalemate with Ohio state 
the latest achievement of Coach 
Dana Bible’s team pretty effective­ 
ly curbed Pitt's national title ambi­ 
tions. despite the Panthers’ impres­ 
sive victories over other import ani 
teams. 
It was back in 1915 that Nebras­ 
ka started a 10-game series with 
Notre Dame which produced several 
memorable battles and not a

upsets, as Nebraska traditionally 
was “tougher" for the Irish than its 
season record indicated. 
The Huskers won four and tied 
one of those IO games, and by win­ 
ning the 1922 and 1923 games under 
Fred Dawson became the only team 
to defeat the Irish two season in 
succession during Knute Rockne’s 
coaching career.
